expressed that Japan's operations in 
Manchuria have not been of a na- 
ture to justify Intervention by out- 
side powers. 
Japan has demanded nothing ex- 


cept respect for her treaty rights, 
it was said, and even in the face of 
representations 
by other 
powers 


there is little chance that the Man- 
churian policy will be modified. 


The attempt on the life of Emper- 


or Hirohito was made today as his 
carriage passed through the streets 
of Toklo, but he escaped unharmed 
and the assassin was arrested. 


As an upshot of this Incident the 
Japanese cabinet submitted its res- 
ignation. This is customary after so 
alarming an event as an attack on 
the emperor, but the 
premier was 


commanded to remain in office until 
further notice. 
Mr. Stimson's note awakened op- 


timism in China, but officials in oth- 
er parts of the world reserved com- 
ment until they had more time to 
consider the implications 
of 
the 


American action. 


Meanwhile Japanese 
forces re- 


mained in occupation of Shanhalk- 
wan, a city at the eastern end of 
the great wall and the farthest point 
south to -which they have advanced.

In this connection it was empha- 


sized that any administrative integ- 
rity of China proper in 
Manchuria 


prior to Sept. 18, 1931, was not de- 
stroyed by the Japanese because, It 
was stated, Nanking had never ex- 
ercised any real authority whatever 
in the province. 


Hit Chincliow Regime 


The Chinchow government, It was 


said, -was nothing more than "a mas- 
querade" designed to disturb peace 
and order in Manchuria by instigat- 
jng bandits and other lawless ele- 
ments. 


Whether Japan will reply formally 


to jthe American note or publish a 
statement setting forth her stand 
has not yet been decided. A govern- 
ment spokesman emphasized, nev- 
ertheless, that American rights In 
Manchuria, regarding •which Wash- 
ington appeared 
to be concerned, 


would remain intact. 


The spokesman expressed regret 


that the present situation, caused by 
the outbreak of Sept. IS, had ham- 
pered business generally, but he said 
it could not be helped under the cir- 
cumstances.

EMPEROR HIROHITO 


Jap Emperor 
Uninjured In 
Bomb Attack 


Tokio—W)—The Japanese govern- 


ment of Premier Inukal. less than a 
month old, handed its resignation to 
Emperor Hirohito late today shortly 
after the emperor had 
narrowly 


missed becoming 
the victim of a 


bomb. 


The premier was instructed by the 


emperor to continue In office until 
further orders. 
The action of the 


cabinet in resigning was based on 
the precedent of the resignation of 
the "earthquake" cabinet of Premier 
Yamamoto, which resigned in 1923 
after Emperor Hirohito, then prince 
regent, was fired upon while on his 
way to open Japanese- parliament. 


Tokio—W5)"—Emperor Hirohito of 
Japan, narrowly missed 
becoming 


the victim of a bomb attack today 
when a grenade, hurled into the im- 
perial procession as it returned from 
the annual military review, exploded 
under the 
carriage 
Immediately 


ahead of his own. 


The carriage was occupied 
by 


"Count Makino, minister of the im- 
perial household. The only injury, 
however, was to one of the horses of 
a member of the emperor's 
body- 


guard, riding near his side. 
The 


horse was struck by a piece of the 
bursting bomb. 


The incident occurred as the car- 


riage of Count Makino was turning 
into the palace grounds through the 
famous Sakaradamon, 
or Cherry 


field, gate where a number of states- 
men were assassinated during Jap- 
an's reconstruction period. 


The gate is just across the street 


from metropolitan police headquar- 
ters and as the horrified crowd turn- 
ed to scatter after the explosion po- 
lice and soldiers dashed in and arrest- 
ed a young Korean named Rihosho, 
who was identified as the assailant. 
Another bomb was 
found in his 


pocket when he was searched. 


The emperor occupied the imperial 


state carriage. 
It was 
drawn by 


four horses. When 
the bomb ex- 


ploded directly in front of him he 
appeared the least excited person in 
all the huge crowd. He leaned from 
the carriage window, endeavoring to 
see what had happened. 
The car- 


riage continued on to the palace 
grounds. 


The military review from which 


he was returning was attended by 
American Ambassador "W. Cameron 
Forbes and a group of other diplo- 
mats and officials.

Olson's home. 
The girl, who was 


shortly to become a mother 
was 


beaten to death. Erdman Olson, 18, 
a student at Gale college, disappear- 
ed before the body was unearthed. 


A coroner's inquest held him re- 


sponsible for the killing. The fugi- 
tive failed to heed an appeal by his 
father, through newspapers and ra- 
dio, 
to "come home and clear your- 
self."

ities today waited for more defin- 
ite Information from Los Angeles be- 
fore taking action on bringing here 
a suspect held in the California city 
as Erdman M. Olson, who allegedly 
killed his sweetheart, Clara Olson, 
in September, 1926. 


Efforts to get in touch with Ed- 


ward Hess, former local 
resident 


who now lives In Los Angeles, were 
futile, officials said. It was Hess who 
said the suspect, who claims he Is 
Jerome Hegemaf, was Olson. 


Because Olson has been reported 
at various' times in San Francisco, 
Milwaukee, Minneapolis, 
Chicago, 


New York, and other widely scatter- 
ed points, 
authorities 
said they 


would proceed with the greatest cau- 
tion. 


The murder of Clara 
Olson re- 


mains the most shocking crime in 
the history of this Kickapoo valley 
community. Her body was found in 
a shallow grave near Rising Sun, 30 
miles north of here, after she had 
disappeared from her home 
some 


three months before. 


Clara, had been "keeping 
com- 


pany" with Erdman, 
Gale college 


student. Although their names were 
the same, they were not related. 


Shortly before her disappearance, 


she confided to her parents that she 
was about to become a mother. They 
tried to persuade Erdman to marry 
her. The youth was non-committal, 
and rarely appeared at the house af- 
ter this interview. 


About midnight, Sept. 9, the girl 


went out. Her parent-? assumed that 
she went to meet and marry 
Erd- 


man since she left a 
note in her 


room saying she would soon have a 
"glad surprise" for them. 


A few days later, when the girl 


did not return, her brother and fa- 
ther went to Gale college at Gales- 
ville, to demand an explanation. The 
jouth said that he had met her that 
night, and had taken her to Vlroqua, 
20 miles north of his home. His par- 
ents said he was home by 1 o'clock 
a. m. 


Erdman disappeared Sept. 20, leav- 


ing a note saying he did not 
know 


where Clara was, but that he did 
not intend to "wait for the sheriff." 


Since then no trace of 
him has 


been found.

Groves Measure Amended to 


Make It Appear as 


Voluntary Plan 


Madison —OP)— The state senate 


voted last night to make Wisconsin 
a pioneer in the field of unemploy- 
ment Insurance. 


It engrossed and assured passage 


of an unemployment compensation 
bill which already had been approv- 
ed by the assembly but amended It 
at the request of Senator George 
Blanchard of Edgerton in such a 
way as to give it more th? aspect of 
a voluntary plan on the part of in- 
dustry than a compulsory one. It 
will go back to tho assembly for con- 
currence. 


Proponents of the bill, sponsored 


by Assemblyman Harold Groves, of 
Madison, a professor in the econom- 
ics department of the University of 
Wisconsin, Indicated they were satis- 
fled with the amended measure. 


Its principal provisions are: 
Employers of the state are given 


until July, 1933, to establish volun- 
tary funds to insure their regularly 
employed workers 
against 
being 


thrown out of work. Due to the de- 
pression and Its effect upon the fi- 
nancial condition of industry that 
concession was made. 


Allowance is made for the employ- 


er and his employes to contribute 
jointly, under the voluntary plan, to- 
ward the building up of the Insur- 
ance fnnd. 


Insurance Fnnd 


If, by July, 1933, satisfactory vol- 


_untary pla-nS have not been put In- 
to force employers of 10 or more per- 
sons become compelled to contribute 
2 per cent of their payroll to an in- 
surance fund and the state Indus- 
trial commission will administer ben- 
efits. 


The maximum benefits under the 


cumpulsory law aro $10 a week for 
a period of 10 weeks with lesser 
amounts gauged by the time the ben" 
eficiaries have been employed. 


As prepared by Groves and passed 


by the assembly the measure provided 
that 200,000 employes had to be cov- 
ered by voluntary insurance systems 
by a year from next July, or the 
compulsory law would become oper- 
ative. 


The Blanchard amendment chang- 


es this to read "half of the eligible 
employes in the state" which may 
be a number much les« than 200, 
000. 


If the compulsory law becomes 


operative each employer will contri- 
bute 2 per cent of payroll for two 
years and for such time thereafter 
until the reserve funds amount to 
$30 for each person he employs. The 
contribution then is cut to 1 per cent 
until tho reserve amounts to $75 
per employe, when It ceases entirely. 


Numerous legal precautions 
are 


set up in the bill to restrict Its opera- 
tion in the way of benefits only to 
pel sons regarded as regular Indus 
trial and business employes.

ins empire!" -warned a flaming red 
poster pasted on the Empire build- 
ng today, over the name of the Hin- 
dustan 
Republican society. 
"We 


warn British officials to move about 
always armed. Upon orders 
the 


soldiers of our society will kill any 
officer. Therefore, beware! We also 
warn all Nationalities not to inter- 
fere -with our solemn duties." 


The Nationalists, scores of their 


eaders under arrest and a number 
of their headquarters occupied dur- 
ing the last two or three days, 
seemed to have taken refuge in In- 
action under the crushing power of 
successive government ordinances 
which set up a state closely resem- 
bling martial law. 


Their leaders conceded that the 


government had won "a temporary 
victory," but added that the repres- 
sion could only destroy 
whatever 


possibility exists for a willing allegi- 
ance of the masses to British rule. 


The government, they said, "stole 


a march" on them while Gandhi was 
pleading for peace, but they added 
'wait and see!" and predicted the 
struggle would continue for years. 


"While the rapidity of the develop- 


ments today took many parts of In- 
dia unawares," said the Free Press 
Journal, Gandhi's organ, "the con- 
gress is still strong. Since the strug- 
gle is to be to the finish the mem- 
bers of the congress prefer to go 
slowly, conserving their man-power 
and 
planning 
carefully 
before 


launching the Nationalist 
offens- 


ive." 


Violence Threatened 


In Bombay, however, local lead- 


ers announced the Nationalists will 
embark almost immediately on a 
series of acts intended to goad the 
government 
into using force, in- 


cluding firearms 
.

Such a show of force, the leaders 


said, would evoke public sympathy 
for their cause. 
They planned a 


huge public meeting in the Esplan- 
ade Maidan late today, a.boycott 
piocession tomorrow and salutation 
ceremonies for 
the- congress 
flag 


Sunday. They also planned to ex- 
tend the "peaceful picketing," which 
now 13 a penal offense. 


On Jan. 13 they plan to observe 


"Sholapur," martyrs' day, and they 
also made plans for a raid on the 
government salt depots outside Bom 
bay. 


Observers expressed the 
belief, 


however, that the government would 
meet these 
demonstrations 
with 


moderation and take care not to 
precipitate a bloody conflict. 


Demands of some British newspa- 


pers that Gandhi be hanged or de 
ported caused a reaction, of protest 
by moderate Englishmen and news- 
papers here. The Times of India, 
goveinment organ, deplored 
such 


demands and suggested Instead of 
detaining: tjio Mahatma in prison the 
government might send 
him 
to 


some remote hill station where he 
could not cliicct the "civil disobed- 
ience campaign.

In his recent address to the legisla- 


ture, Governor LaFollette spoke of a 
corporation in Wisconsin, admittedly 
the company publishing the Milwau- 
keft^Journal, as violently opposing his 
policies and stated that its three own- 
ers "paid only $1,254.90 in state in- 
come taxes." 


The amount of taxes above men- 


tioned is true but the impression the 
governor leaves is a very deceptive 
one. 


In order to present all the facts the 


governor should have said that the 
publishing corporation itself paid, in 
round figures, to the state of Wiscon- 
sin $115,000 in income taxes and to the 
federal government over $200,000. 


• The question of the alleged double 
taxation of stockholders in a corpora- 
tion was presented to the legislature 
by the governor's relief plans, and is 
one that is often considerably misun- 
derstood. The issues involved will be 
best comprehended when this example 
is considered: 


Any number of men may form 
a 


partnership in Wisconsin to carry _ on 
a business or industry. That partner- 
ship as such pays no income taxes 
•whatsoever, either to the federal gov- 
ernment-or the state, but the profits 
it may make are 'taxed as the income 
of the individuals who own it. It will 
be seen therefore that such profits pay ' 
just one income tax. 


Yet if these same men formed a cor- 


poration itPstead of a partnership, both 
the national and the state governments 
compel that corporation to pay an in- 
come tax. And our law at the present 
time provides that, the corporation 
having paid such an income tax, the 
profits it may distribute to its stock- 
holders shall not, for that year, be sub- 
ject to a further tax. 


The governor's effort is to acquire 


the corporation to continue to pay its 
income tax and to again tax the profits 
it has made as soon as they are dis- 
tributed to the stockholders. While 
this will appear to many as double tax- 
ation with a vengeance, we adhere to 
the opinion, nevertheless, that there is 
a just reason to treat corporations and 
partnerships in a different manner. 


A corporation is the best and most 


useful vehicle known for the carrying 
on of business. A partnership is a 
clumsy affair. As soon as one partner 
dies the partnership must be wound 
up. 
If a stockholder dies his stock 


merely goes to his heirs but the cor- 
poration 
continues on 
indefinitely. 


With the exception of banking corpor- 
ations where there is a double liabil- 
ity, stockholders of a corporation have 
their liability limited to the amount of 
stock they buy. 


There can be no corporation with- 


out the state's consent, and for every 
privilege granted an obligation arises. 


Some years ago the Supreme Court 


of the United States, by the close vote 
of five to four, Mr. Justice Holmes 
writing the opinion, came to the con- 
clusion that there was a sufficient le- 
gal'difference in fact so that corpora- 
tions might be treated differently in 
the respect mentioned and actually 
subjected to double taxation, although, 
of course, the court did not, because 
•it was none of its business, pass upon 
the fairness, or justice of such a pro- 
cedure. 


How far such a practice should go is 


quite anqther question. Like every- 
thing else that goes to extremes it 
might thus defeat its own ends. If cor- 
porations are to be merely "soaked" 
because they aie corporations they 
may dissolve and'go back to partner-' 
ship form. 


Vet a statement of the' situation is 


enough to indicate that legislators who 
oppose this double taxation may be im- 
pelled by the sincerest of motives. 


SPAPFRI 


ROSENWALD 


Julius Rosenwald will be remem- 


bered by many as a man who follow- 
ed a high moral tone-in business and, 
because of his alert ingenuity, made 
a great many millions. 


He probably would prefer to be re- 


membered as a man who gave most 
of those millions away, and did it ef- 
fectively and intelligently. 


Mr. Rosenwald did the country even 


a greater service than evidenced by his 
generosity, that of making a careful 
study of the matter of philanthropies 
and in writing a long but clear trea- 
tise upon the principles that should 
guide. 


Rosenwald fought hard against per- 


petuities, or long drawn out gifts. He 
showed by an array of actual examples, 
some of which he dug out from many 
centuries past, that the attempt to run 
earthly things from the grave is one 
of the greatest possible blunders. 


Based upon the experiences of the 


past and the known uncertainties of 
the future he formulated the principle 
that no money should be given except- 
ing upon the conditions that it be 
spent within a relatively short time. 
He reasoned that if we took care of 
our generation and the men of means 
provided liberally, accomplishing the 
two-fold object of doing good to others 
and preventing the stagnation of great 
funds, the next generation would be 
more able to do likewise. 
He show- 


ed how the change in situations makes 
.impossible excepting in a ludicrous 
manner some of the fine bequests of 
a perpetual nature that looked sane 
when originated. 


Since the publication of the Rosen- 


wald 
article 
the amount of long 


drawn out bequests or efforts to create 
benefits in perpetuity have dropped to 
a minimum. 
There has been obed- 


ience to Rosenwald's principle of com- 
pelling the disbursement of the funds 
in from ten to twenty-five years. 


REPARATION SIDELIGHTS. 
The reparation conference to be held 


at Lauzanne beginning January 18 
arouses hope that France may recog- 
nize the futility of attempting to en- 
force the Young Plan. 


The recent preliminary talks of 


France and Great Britain indicate that 
a three year moratorium on condition- 
al payments will be suggested, but 
while this will give temporary relief, 
the plan will not satisfy Germany. In 
fact, she may be expected 
to fight 


against it vigorously. 


German political circles 
want no 


such 
settlement 
and 
the 
A Reich 


defiantly 
maintains its position that 


reparations are at the base of Ger- 
many's and the world's economic dif- 
ficulties. The people feel that a mor^ 
atorium will leave the reparation sys- 
tem intact and impart no stimulus to 
business which is now so vitally im- 
portant. 


The Young Plan advisory com- 


mittee to establish Germany's capac- 
ity to pay reports the German prob- 
lem 
"as largely responsible for the 


growing financial 
paralysis of the 


world," thus giving encouragement 
to German propaganda for the com- 
plete crimination of all future repara- 
tion payments. 


The German people have become 


enraged at reparations, which attitude 
is finding 
definite and 
even mil- 


itant 
expression 
in 
the 
growing 


strength of the Hitler party, backed 
by powerful industrialists and bank- 
ers. 


In the coming German presidential 


election, it is possible that Hitler and 
Bruening may make the combination 
after Hindenburg. 
Compliments are 


not being paid between 
these 
two 


factions 
but 
insults 
have 
ceased. 


Chancellor Bruening is one of the few 
Germans in high political office who 
has the confidence of France. 
If he 


is retained in the government, he may 
be the necessary element to hold in 
equitable balance the whole repara- 
tion problem, its discussion and final 
settlement. 


Certainly a. balance wheel is need- 


ed and that of gyroscopic qualities. 
Should the German ship of state under 
the new regine roll too far to leeward 
in escaping the unconditional as well 
as the conditional payments, she may 
take aboard a wave of French sol- 
diers that will flood the Rhincland.

the right brands. Well,

works here get all stopped up with 
such stuff I .feel mad.

In, the past year or two I have 


seen receiving tremendous bundles 
of propaganda from 
organizations 


concerned with blindness and the 
conservation of eyesight, and while 
I strive to keep In touch with any 
actual developments of Interest to 
readers I have found all this stuff 
impossible.

But the other day some reader 


sent me a copy of "The News Letter 
on Sight Conservation," and this ap- 
pears in the regular magazine form, 
with fairly brief abstracts of re- 
cent scientific work dealing with 
eyesight, and WITHOUT the tire- 
some "Released for Immediate Pub- 
lication" whioh most of this in- 
cinerator fuel carries. I am tempted 
to hold onto the little magazine and 
glance It thru. I doing so I find this: 


Stopping Said to Cause Eye Trou- 


ble.—According to a report... claim- 
ed by Prof. Lewinshown, head of 
the 
ophthalmological department, 


Berlin University, that nearsighted- 
ness is connected with stooping pos- 
ture rather than that it is hereditary 
He believes the outward sinking of 
the eyeball 
because 
of its own 


weight, Induced by continuous or 
prolonged inclination of head 
and 


shoulders in a stooping position, pre- 
disposes to 
shortsightedness. 
The 


eyeball tends to elongate. Other oph- 
thalmologists, 
corroborating, 
say 


short-sightedness is rare in certain 
vocations, notably Jewelers and fine 
needle workers, due to the fact that 
they work with only slight stooping. 
Nearslghtednesa was artificially in- 
duced in animals by retaining the 
axes or their eyeballs In a more or 
less perpendicular 
position for a 


length of time. One month of this 
produced the effect in monkeys. 


Then on another page of the same 


copy I found another abstract, about 
acquired myopia (short or near sight 
edness). 


Dr. F. A. Newman said In Amer- 


ican Journal of Ophthalmology that 
tho primary lesion in myopia is a 
yielding ot the elastic membrane of 
the choroid (whatever that may be), 
the exciting cause being excessive 
accommodation and use of the eyes 
under unsatisfactory conditions. Pre- 
disposing causes are bad heredity, 
faulty nutrition during prenatal life 
and improper diet in Infancy. Dr. 
Newman advises that home study 
under the age of txvelve years and 
excessive study at the age of, pub- 
erty (early 'teens) be avoided. He 
advises outdoor life and plenty of 
dally exercise. 
The homework hounds in public 


schools should be curbed by parents 
who have a fair regard for the eye- 
sight of young children. 


In a later talk we'll hear how a 74- 


year-old man has retained good eye 
sight.

The old slang phase, "Shake a 


leg," Is an excellent guide to exer- 
cise to limber you up. 


You must shake your feet first,

"other Indians in distress." 
' Letters and messages to the Sen-

Wisconsin, particularly

-county and the Bad Rivers Indian 
^reservation told of a terrific finan- 
cial load being carried by towns at- 
tempting to aid Indians who are en-

/means of support. It has been a pro- 
gressive and continued burden. In 
••the last Congress, Sen. Elaine intro- 
duced a bill, on which no action was 
-•taken and which died in the Indian 
.rAffairs committee, providing $5,000 
•for Oneida to reimburse the

''indigent Oneida Indians during the 
:-winters of 1930 and 1931. 
•. The Wisconsin Legislature last 
jyear authorized an appropriation for 
-Indian Heservation relief, according 
.'to the Wisconsin Senator. 


Upon Request 


in introducing his 
amendment, 


'Sen. Blalne said: 


"I do so because 
of 
a request 


' which I have received from my own 
'State from one of the departments 
, which has been to a large extent au- 
thorized, to assist the Indians on the 
Indian reservations in my state. 
That is a state organization, a pub- 
lic function. 
"Then there are other sections in 


my state which are occupied by 


. tribes of Indians, not on reserva- 
tions or in tribal relationship, but 
to all intents and purposes constitut- 
ing a distinct organization; The gov- 
ernment no longer has jurisdiction 
over them. Wherever they are lo- 
cated they have become a. great bur- 
den upon the towns. I think it, ought 
to be mandatory in a measure of 
this kind that a State or any po- 


. litical subdivisions shall receive, its 


Sair proportion of the wheat for the 
purpose o£ taking care of and feed- 
ing Indians, who stand in quite a 
different relationship to our Govern- 
ment thaii do the rest of mankind in 
this country. 
"They are wards of the 
Govern- 


ment. There is no question that 
there are thousands of them in dis- 
tress, in the most abject poverty, 
and I think it ought to be empha- 
sized in this particular measure that 
th« States and the political subdi- 
visions should have the 
oppportu- 


nity to obtain the wheat for the pur- 
poses designated." 


Under the Capper bill, which goes 


to the House from tho Senate, the 
*0,000,000 bushels of wheat will come 
from the Grain Stabilization Corpo- 
ration of the Federal Farm Board 
and will be distributed by the Red 
Cross and similar organizations.

PARTS OF THE 
UNITED STATES 


AND EUROPE 


The discovery of red snow is re- 


ported from time to time and Is a 
subject of unfailing popular inter- 
est. Such snow occurs chiefly In the 
polar regions and among the snow- 
fields of high mountains, though 
it has been observed occasionally at 
low leve's. 


De Saussure, In the 18th century, 


described its occurrence in the Alps. 
1818 Sir John Ross discovered the 
Crimson Cliffs on 
the 
northwest 


coast of Greenland near Cape York. 
The dark red enow of the* cliffs was 
many feet deep. Specimens of the 
melted snow that he brought home 
were found to owe their color to a 
minute organism. 


Several 
other lowly 
species of 


plant and animal life Impart to snow 
different shades of red, as well as 
green ana yellow. Broad stretches 
of ye'low snow were found on the ice 
of the Kara Sea by the Arctic ex- 
pedition of the Due d'Orleans; green 
and blue varieties have been en- 
countered elsewhere. 


Snow colored by dust Is another 


story. Showers of reddish dust, to 
which southern Europe is much sub- 
ject, are blown from the Sihara, and 
explain some cases of red snow in 
the Alps. 


Patches of red fanow sometimes oc- 


cur in the mountains of "Washing- 
ton and Oregon. In July, 1911, vast 
fie'ds of it were found in the Tose- 
mite National Park. The snow look- 
ed as if carmine ink had been spilled 
over it. Elsewhere in the same re- 
gion a white snowfield was redderi- 
ed, as if with blood, wherever the 
hoofs of the 'pack mules broke 
through the crust. 


Apart from the various coloring 


organisms, snow is known to have 
extensive flora and fauna. Among 
its mosi remarkable inhabitants are 
the so called "snow worms" that are 
sometimes strewn by the millions ov- 
er the snowfields and glaciers of 
high mountain regions. 


They dislike warm sunshine 
and 


burrow deep in the snow in the mid- 
d1e of the day. Tiny insects known 
as springtails may be seen — by any- 
body who looks closely for them — 
on the surface of melting snowfields 
in any part of the northern United 
States.

number of battle fronts, the news 
that has developed in the last 48 
hours warrants the statement that 
a coincidence of powerful forces is 
tending to bring the world through 
this, the most important stage of 
the whole depression in the next 60 
days.

ward to establish 
the Nationalist 


government at Nanking.

BRITISH TRADE 
IN INDIA HARD 
HITBYBOYCOTT 


Nationalist Leaders Stunned 


by Severity of Govern- 


ment Measures 


Bombay—UP)—India's Nationalist 


forces, momentarily stunned by the 
severity of the sweeping restrictive 
ordinances Imposed upon them by 
the government, appeared today to 
have taken to cover. 


The country, thus far during the 


renewal of the civil 
disobedience 


campaign, has been free from grave 
disorders or serious bloodshed and a 
paralyzing reaction upon trade, es- 
pecially upon British goods, as a re- 
sult of the Nationalists' boycott, has 
been the chief reaction. 


British leaders were confident of 


victory today. They 
expressed the 


conviction that the government was 
capable of dealing with any emer- 
gency. The real feeling in the Indian 
mind, however, was undeterminable. 
Leaders of the Nationalist congress 
•who are still outside of Jail refrained 
from extreme measures, but an ugly 
sullenness hung in the air. 


One of the dangers looming in the 


background was the possibility of a 
renewal of the strife between Hinlu 
and Moslem millions such as caused

sages, both of great Importance in 
the Slam try. 
One is the informa- 


tion of the double stopper in the 
diamond suit and the second, which 
cannot help but be of value to North, 
is the information that his void in 
diamonds is of no value because of 
partner's high cards in that suit. 
This suggests also the probability 
that the hand may play better in 
notrump than in a suit, due to the 
invisible rocks of distribution, as in 
fact, it would.

OVERSIZED COWS 


HAVE CHANGE TO 


BE HERD CHAMPS 


Impossible to Judge Merits 


of Animals by Shape, Ex- 
perts Claim 


BY W. F. WJNSEY 


Often the cow neglected In one 


herd and despised on account of her 
size, shape or both, on belngr trans- 
ferred to another owner and being 
given a fair chance becomes 
the 


queen of the herd. Just as often the 
cow that draws the championships 
at the fairs on account of her super- 
ior type lines becomes the despised 
cow when judged by her new owner 
on the basis of her milk and butter- 
fat production. 


Someone, years ago explained the 


inability of expert Judges to select 
the best cow from a group by saying 
that the Interior of a cow Is a dark, 
mysterious place that no judge can 
fathom and discover the value of the 
milk producing: equipment. 


At thft late annual meeting of the 


Outagamie-co 
Guernsey Breeders' 


association, O. H. Llebers of The 
Nebraska Dairy Development so- 
ciety, who was one of the speakers, 
declared, "No one can pick out the 


bent cow In * herd." What XJebers 
said he wanted to know of a cow be- 
fore purchase Is either her produc- 
"tlon record or those of her immedi- 
ate dams. 


An Outagamle-co farmer a few 


vears ago pointed out the only cow 
for sale in his barn for a prospec- 
tive buyer to look over. This cow 
was at the foot of the class in the 
stable. The buyer who was a Wau- 
kesha county farmer loaded the cow 
in his truck and drove off. 
A few 


months later the Waukesha farmer 
returned to Outagamie county to get 
the registration papers of the cow 
purchased saying1 that the cow on 
test was producing at the rate of 
600 pounds of butterfat yearly. 


A heifer that won first premium 


in three fairs not very far distant 
from the city not 
very long ago 


freshened in due time after she had 
made the circuit and won the high- 
est honors. Her owner put her on 
test for five months and afterwards 
fattended her and sold her for beef. 
The best the heifer could do in pro- 
duction was seven pounds of milk 
daily testing 1.5 per cent. 


As the average cow In Wisconsin, 


and In Outagamie and Brown coun- 
ties is producing only 200 pounds of 
butterfat and a large number of 
cows are producing less than that at 
a material loss to the owners, and 
as a shortage of feed exists, the 
county agents are advising- all farm- 
ers to test their cows to discover 
which ones It pays to encourage by
